Unusual  Map 

The  3 -dimension  panoramic 
map  (below)  was  designed  by 
Rand  McNally  &  Company, 
world's  foremost  map  makers, 
for  the  "Empire  State."  Each 
quadrant  conforms  to  the  view 
registered  by  the  eye  from  the 
86th  floor  observatory.
